§ 103 rejection of claim 28. Amended independent claims 32 and 38 recite similar subject matter. 
Claims 29-31 and 33-37 depend from claims 28 and 34, respectively, and add further limitations 
thereto. Therefore applicants request reconsideration and withdrawal of the § 103 rejections of 
claims 29-38. 

Amended independent claim 45 recites determining when a data unit has reached a head of a 
transmission queue, and in response, identifying one or more second network interfaces from which 
the data unit is to be transmitted. The data unit is then moved to the head of each of the identified 
queues. Reaching the head of a transmission queue is one indicia of a node being ready to transmit 
a packet. Thus, to the extent that the references fail describe requeuing a data unit in response to 
determining that the node is ready to transmit the data unit, as agreed by the Examiner, the 
references also fail to describe the subject matter of claim 45. Thus, Applicants request 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the § 103 rejection of amended independent claim 45 and claims 
46-50 that depend on claim 45. 

In view of the above amendment, Applicants believe the pending application is in condition 
for allowance.
